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DCTT ON SUGAR. 


' Thetoehdnle of the Dingley tariff bill 
relating to sugar is said to be the worst 
of the bad features of the bill. It pro- 
vide* If Ux of 71.10 per cent advalorem 
npOD an estimated yearly importation 
Of i;BOp,OOOtons of sugar. The value 
of the sugar ie estimated at $73,000,000, 
and it ii expected to produce a revenue 
Ol '4^MQp906.. Under the MoKinley 
liw, sugar from countries which had 
reciprocity treaties with the United 
States was admitted free. Under the 
Wilton law which is yet in force, the 
duty on foreign sugar is 41 per cent 
advalorem. The imports last year were 
valued at $73,064,000 and the tariff 
amounted to $29,910,016. Theie is no 
other article that pays suoh a tax to 
the Government as sugar. .The people 
must have it as it is a necessity, not a 
Ipxury. 


The Sugar Trust buys all the sugar 


imported into the United States. It 
fixes the price to be paid the sugar 
producer aiid also' the price at which 
sugar shall be sold to the consumer. 
It makes an enormous profit, estimated 
at many millions a year, and as it con- 
tributes liberally to campaign funds 
its power in Congress is second only 
to that of the President, who accom- 
plishes with Federal patronage, what 
the trust does by money. 


The annual consumption ol! augur is 


very nearly 2,000,000 tons or 4,500,000,- 
000 pounds, of which 300,000 tons are 
produced in the United States. The 
imported sugar, with the exception of 
the beet sugar imported from Europe, 
principally from Germany, as well as 
the greater part of the sugar produced 
at home, ia refined by the Trust, or the 
American Sugar Refining Company, as 
it styles itself. It has a monopoly of 
the sugar business. It fixes the price, 
and the Dingley bill protects it by im- 
posing a quarter of a cent per pound, 
in addition to the duty on raw sugar, 
on all refined sugar imported. 


A proposed amendment to the Ding- 


ley bill to empower the President to 
place utioles, suoh as sugar, on the 
free Hat when it was shown that it was 
controlled by a trust, was promptly 
voted down in the House of Represent- 
atives, bnt Senator Nelson, of Minne- 
sota, a Republican, has given notice 
that he will offer a similar amendment 
to the bill in the Senate, so that the 
Trust may not have it all their own 
way. 


The injustice of permitting a Trust 


to control absolutely one of the neces- 
saries of life is too apparent to require 
comment, but the House of Represent- 
atives insist that the people must stand 
it for the sake of the party.

The dedication of the Grant monu- 


ment at New York yesterday was an 
event of more than ordinary historical 
importance. It served to bring back 
to the memories of men who knew 
General Grant and who bid been as- 
sociated with him botb in civic and 
military life many of the characteris- 
tics of the man. 
In a general way he 


was a commonplace citizen, easy of ap- 
proach, kind and considerate in all 
things, yet a man of firm determina- 
tion and a leader that the civilized 
world has been compelled to recog- 
nize. 
Notwithstanding the 
honors 


that be had achieved, perhaps greater 
than any crowned head on earth, still 
he was a plain unassuming man of 
the people and ever ready to give a 
kindly word to the humblest person in 
the land. 
While his military decor- 


ations and honors were all that any 
country could place upon him, he 
never hesitated to give a word of en- 
couragement or a hearty grasp of a 
friendly hand to . the most ordinary 
soldier in the ranks. 
Even the enemy 


in his opinion deserved consideration 
and be was. ever ready to 
belie*e 


them sincere in the belief that their 
cause was in the right. 


One of the evidences of the regard in 


which this great man'was held, even 
by bis Southern opponents, was the 
ocsaslon of General Buokner's visit to 
General Grant during his last illness 
at Mount McGregor, when the gallant 
Southerner bore messages of sympathy 
and kindly remembrance from the 
veterans of the South to the dying 
general. In answer to General Buok- 
ner, Grant wrote these words, "I have 
witnessed since. my sickness just what 
I wished to s»« ever since the war; 
harmony and good feeling between the 
sections. We may now well look for- 
ward to a perpetual peace at home and 
& national strength that will secure us 
•gainst any foreign complications. I 
believe that the war was worth all that 
it coitus, fearful as it was. I know 
now, as I did not before, the value of 
our inheritance." 


No word of reproach did he ever 


have for the men wbo bad taken up 
arms against the flag, bnt on the other 
hand felt that they had been misled 
and illy advised and at the surrenders 
of Fort Donaldson and Appomatox 
his chivalrous coarse towards the foe- 
men that he had vanquished, won their 
admiration and respect and gave, him 
the name of a patriot and general 
which will last to the end of time.

NEW YOBK, April 27.-^-The day of 


days in Manhattan's history of pageants 
dawned clear and cool. The city was 
afloat with flags and bunting, which 
streamed from 
every building in 


Greater New York. Long before sun- 
rise the streets were thronged. At 
dawn the ceremonies commenced with 
the raising of an American flag fur 
nished by the Daughters of the Revolu- 
tion. The flag was flung from a pole 
near the tomb. The prevailing note 
everywhere was joy over the great man 
honored, and not sorrow over the death 
of a hero. 


President McKinley and party and 


other distingnihed guests gathered at 
the Fifth Avenue Hotel. Accompanied 
by mounted police and a military 
escort these notable personages were 
driven to the site of the tomb.

Generals Ruger, Wright and Parks. 


Cheers greetedjthe distinguished party 


as it moved through the decorated 
streets. President MoKinley's face was 
joyoni and his hat in a state of con- 
stant salute. Mrs. Grant and family 
in the third generation were objects of 
special attention. The widow of the 
hero was visibly affected at the groat 
demonstrations. 


The visitors got a chance to see a 


million people. .An unbroken wall of 
humanity six miles long was an in- 
spiring sight. The arrival of the of- 
ficial portion of the procession at the 
tomb was the signal for a stupendous 
outburst of patriotic cheering from 50,- 
000 people in the grand stands, on the 
lawns mound the monument and on 
Cleremont Heights. 


The President and other guests 


alighted from the carriages at the 
monument stands and took the places 
assigned them in readiness for the ora- 
torical and musical ceremonies at 10:80 
o'clock.

With military promptitude and per- 


fect decipline the parade started from

avenue at 10:30 o'clock. Major General 
Qranvill M. Dodge, followed by a staff 
of celebrated soldiers, led the column.

Make" n Disturbance When rThelr 
Wages are Reduced.

JOUBNAL:—The following

Bradstreets last report shows 


hat the celebrated wave of prosperity 
which, was to envelop the United States 
mmediately after the inauguration of 
doKinley has been indefinitely post- 
oned. 
"The outlook favors an increase in 


abor disturbances to resist midsum- 
mer wage reductions. The bituminous 
oal mining industry is worse1 than the 
anthracite, with rumors of strikes 
which promise to have an unfavorable 
nfinenoe on other than the iron and 
teel industries." 
This report of Bradstreet's about the 
abor disturbances which are expected 
o follow the scaling down of wages, 
and his report of bank clearings, which 
hows a large reduction as compared 
with the extremely light business for a 
corresponding date of. 1896, indicates 
hat the-wave of prosperity has been 
lemolished and the people will have to 
jractice scientific and rigid economy if 
hey expect to survive the present ad- 
ministration. 


Braditreefs does not refer to the 


ihousands of unemployed in San Fran- 
cisco who have been patiently waiting 
or months for the privilege'of working 
an days en the boulevard at $1 per 
day, and board themselves. At such 
wages and such a limited time for 
work, it is no wonder that Bradstreet's 
expects labor disturbances. If Brad- 
street would inquire into the financial 
condition of the beet growers at Chino 
It might enable him to see why the de- 
mand for clothing is so light. The 
wearing of overalls until they are 
thoroughly bleached and threadbare is 
not very encouraging to the clothing 
industry. 


Braditreet's reports for the coming 


summer will doubtless be exceedingly 
gloomy, and if written by any person 
except an advocate of the gold stand- 
ard he would be denounced asaprof.es-
